Mr. DeCosmos replied that it appeared to 
be a—most unusual course to adopt. The 
rule maintained heretofore in the Legislature 
of the country, and adopted by other bodies, 
was to follow the Standing orders of the 
English House of Commons. {Hear.] The 
House was not prepared to adopt those sug- 
gested by the Hon: Attorney General; until 
until such time as they were, he Proposed to 
follow the Rules and Orders of the English 
Parliament, 

Mr. McCreight argued that the Rules and 
Orders of a Provincial Legislature were more 
in accord with the House than those of the 
English Hapse of Commons; it was a 
course. adopted by Ontario, 

Mr. Humphreys Supported the view taken 
by Mr. DeCosmos. He thought it a mistake 
to bring down the Rules at all. and it would 
be well if the leader of the Ministry would 
accept the proposition of his honorable col- 
league. The House could not gO wrong in 
following the usage of the English Commons. 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary supported his 
hon. colleague, the’ Premier. He (Mr. R.) 
contended that the greater number of the 
members were: not acquainted with the Rules 
of the Eugiizh House.’ Those now proposed, 
are printed and are lying on the member's 
desks, and they could become familiar with 
them in a very short time. The Rules and 
Orders of the Engiish House of Commons, he 
said, were manifestly inappropriate to the 
present Assembly.
